Delay in Paris Hurts President's Prestige; Praise 
for Taft; Democrats Believe Time 
Will Turn the Tide.

from the Paris peace conference, and 
thoughtful men tell me they shall 
give credence to nothing now until 
it is officially announced. 

They look askance at the reports 
that President Wilson is threatening 
to withdraw the American delega- 
tion, and wonder what would happen 
if re really did. Yet one would hard- 
ly say they are panicky or excited— 
there’s a self-contained calmness 
abouf the people here which may or 
may not have arisen from the re- 
markable demonstration during the 
war of America’s independence eco- 
nomically and physically. 

Anyway, folk here are not worried, 
but wondering. They can't believe 
that Mr. Wilson would abruptly come 
away from the Paris conference and 
confess to the American people that 
all the talk of agreement on funda- 
méntals and harmony is unfounded. 

The most that anyone who has 
given any thought to the subject will 
believe is that Mr. Wilson may have 
threatened to take the tentative 
agreements back to the United States, 
give them full publicity, and ask the 
American people whether they care 
to guarantee such settlements—or 
that he might give the American 
mission instructions to sign a treaty 
only along the lines of his previous 
announcements and start for home. 

| Not Helping Mr. Wilson. 

But the mixup, as reflected in the 
Paris dispatches, which are Niven 
sensational headlines in most of the 
newspapers, is not helping Mr. Wil- 
son with public opinion but injuring 
his prestige. People here, to tell the 
truth, didn’t want the President to 
go abroad but were willing to abide 
by his judgment that ® was necessary 
to make peace. But five months have 
gone by and there is no peace. They

Almost Unprecedented Tradc. 

But, while I find an intense inter- 
est in the doings of the peace con- 
ference in Ks relationship to trade, 
some of my close friends here who 
are’ in a position to know what the 
volume of business in Northern Ohio 
is, talk in the most glowing terms 
of the outlook.

corporated in the peace treaty, ac- 
cording to the present provisional 
agreement.

These things may account 
to some extent for the confusion of 
units in the division at nightfall.
